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BASIS FOR REJECTIONS 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 


The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

REJECTION OF CLAIMS ON FORMAL MATTERS 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 72 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 

failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 

the invention. Failure to provide antecedence for the "work piece" and the "clamping area" 

renders the subject matter indefinite under the statute. The scope of the claim has been examined 

as best understood. 


REJECTION OF CLAIMS OVER PRIOR ART 

Claims 64-69, 71 and 72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Haaser (6,328,330). See Figures 2-4 where the supporting device C has a front rail 101 and a 
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rear rail 102 to which are attached at its base a wheel mechanism A that is pivotal about pins 22, 

23. The wheel mechanism can be locked into position by pins 91, 92. As to claim 69 and since 
the wheel mechanism can be "integrally formed as a single unit" (column 4, lines 18-20), it is 
clearly evident that a "wheel brace" extends between the rails and engages the locking device by 
virtue of its integration with the pins 91, 92. The wheel support 15 extends between the wheels 
19, 20 and the wheel extension 13, 14. 

Claims 70 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Haaser 
(6,328,330). While Haaser does not show a U-shaped bracket for the locking device, Haaser 
does show that the mechanism can be attached to the rails by U-shaped members 30, 31 in 
conjunction with plates 24, 25, respectively. Simply reversing the construction so that the plates 

24, 25 are U-shaped and the U-shaped members 30, 31 are plates would result in the claimed 
features. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan at the time of the 
invention to have modified Haaser' s device by reversing the U-shaped member/plate 
construction would have been obvious to the skilled artisan as simply a reversal of parts not 
effecting the overall features of the device.
